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The  town  of  Chouteau  is  taking  steps  to  install  a  water  and 
sewage  system  in  that  town.  An  engineer  has  been  employed 
and  he  is  working  on  the  plans  at  the  present  time. 

This  town  is  acting  wisely  in  seeing  to  it  that  they  have  a 
pure  water  supply  and  a  proper  system  for  the  disposal  of  sew- 
age before  much  money  Is  expended  on  cement  walks.  Many 
of  the  towns  in  the  State  of  Montana  have  taxed  themselves  to 
the  limit  in  constructing  cement  walks  only  to  find  that  they 
have  not  a  proper  supply  and  no  sewage  systems  at  all. 

This  is  due  in  some  instances  to  a  false  notion  on  the  part  of 
the  real  estate  men,  who  have  thought  that  by  improving  the 
outward  appearances  of  the  town  that  they  were  booming  the 
real  estate  business.  This  is  true  to  some  extent,  but  the  in- 
telligent purchaser  of  today  looks  not  to  outward  appearances 
entirely,  but  more  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  before 
buying  property  and  locating.  The  sooner  the  real  etsate  men 
realize  that  the  best  way  to  boost  a  town  is  to  show  perfect 
sanitary  conditions,  pure  water,  proper  sewage  disposal,  a  low 
death  rate  and  little  sickness,  the  better  it  will  'be  for  their 
business  and  for  the  town. 

*    *  * 

On  account  of  the  fact  that  distances  are  so  great  in  this 
State  that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  the  Health  Officers  to 
hold  a  representative  meeting  at  any  one  central  point,  it  has 
been  decided  to  divide  the  State  into  districts  and  organize  the 
health  officers  in  each  ditsrict. 

We  expect  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  to  have  the  first 
meeting  at  Billings.  We  would  like  to  have  at  that  meeting 
the  health  officers  from  the  counties  as  far  west  at  least  as 
Gallatin  county  and  as  far  east  as  the  Dakota  line.  Hiavre 
lias  been  suggested  as  the  meeing  place  for  the  health  officers 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  State  along  the  line  of  the  Great 
Northern,  and  Missoula  for  the  western  part.  Before  calling 
these  meetings  the  health  officers  will  be  communicated  with 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a  good  program  can  be  arranged  for. 

The  health  officers  should  see  to  it  when  making  their  con- 
tracts with  the  county  and  city  authorities,  that  provision  is 
made  whereby  the  counties  and  cities  should  be  made  to  bear 
the  expenses  of  a  health  officer  when  he  attends  one  of  these 
meetings.    This  has  been  the  custom  in  many  of  the  counties 
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and  cities  in  the  past,  but  it  would  be  better  to  have  a  thorough 
understanding  with  the  proper  authorities. 

The  Tuberculosis  Institution  is  justifying  its  existence  by 
turning  out  many  patients  who  are  very  materially  improved, 
and  some  apparently  completely  cured  of  tuberculosis. 

Many  of  the  first  cases  sent  to  the  sanatorium  were  hope- 
less and  should  never  have  been  sent,  but  excellent  results  have 
been  obtained  in  those  cases  where  the  disease  had  not  advanced 
too  far  before  they  were  sent.  The  institution  is  full  and  many 
applicants  have  had  to  be  refused  on  account  of  the  limited 
capacity  of  the  building.  We  understand  that  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Federated  Women's  Clubs  •  of  Montana,  it  was 
decided  to  build  a  cottage  at  this  institution.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  work  will  soon  be  started,  for  there  are  many  persons 
suffering  from  tubercluosis  in  Montana  who  need  and  desire 
sanatorium  treatment.

The  travelling  salesmen  in  the  State  of  Montana  will  confer 
a  favor  upon  the  Department  of  Public  Health  if  they  will  re- 
port to  this  office  any  unsanitary  conditions  that  they  find  in 
their  travels  throughout  the  State.  They  can  feel  assured  that 
in  making  a  complaint  their  names  will  be  withheld  from  any 
proceedings  that  may  arise.

CONCEALED   CASES  AND  THOSE   EMPLOYING  NO 

PHYSICIAN. 

It  is  certainly  a  regretable  fact  that  an  occasional  physician 
so  far  forgets  the  real  significance  of  his  high  calling  as  to  be 
a  party  to  an  attempt  at  concealment  of  communicable  disease. 
The  motive  of  such  concealment  is  nearly  always  the  same,  and 
aims  no  higher  than  the  obtaining  of  a  certain  though  surely 
very  questionale  popularity  with  the  family  in  which  the  dis- 
ease may  happen  to  occur.  There  are  to  be  found  in  almost 
any  community  a  few  people  who  are  selfish  and  inconsiderate 
enough  to  insist  that  they  shall  be  exempt  from  the  restrictions 
of  quarantine,  and  they  hold  out  to  the  medical  attendant  all 
manner  of  bribes  and  inducements,  to  the  end  that  he  may  fall 
into  line  with  their  way  of  thinking.  Failing  in  this,  they 
threaten  the  attendant  with  immediate  dismissal,  and  frequently 
do  actually  dismiss  him,  presumably  usually  to  be  able  to  se- 


cure  the  services  of  a  physician  who  will  have  a  conscience 
sufficiently  pliable  to  totally  ignore  his  predecessor's  diagnosis 
and  thus  ingratiate  himself  into  the  good  graces  of  the  family 
in  question.  With  such  physicians,  diphtheria  is  never  any- 
thing worse  than  "sore  throat"  or  "tonsillitis,"  and  scarlet  fever 
becomes  "rose  rash"  or  an  "erythematous  rash,"  or  some  other 
high-sounding  name.  Of  course  men  of  this  stamp  are  very 
largely  in  the  minority,  but  they  are  to  be  found,  and  they  some- 
times crop  up  in  the  most  unexpected  quarters.

The  Laboratory  Report  does  not  appear  in  this  issue,  it  being 
received  at  this  office  too  late  for  publication. 

The  manner  in  which  the  restaurants  were  conducted  at  the 
last  State  Fair  was  a  disgrace  to  the  State.  We  presume  that 
this  statement  would  apply  also  to  the  restaurants  at  the 
various  County  Fairs  throughout  the  State. 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  department  if  possible  to  bring 
about  an  improvement  along  this  line  in  the  future.  The  State 
and  the  Counties  are  requiring  people  who  sell  food  stuffs  to 
conduct  their  business  in  a  sanitary  manner,  and  we  feel  that 
any  business  to  which  the  State  gives  aid  should  at  least  keep 
within  the  points  of  the  law. 

*    *  * 

On  December  first  a  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
was  held  at  the  Thornton  Hotel,  Butte.  At  that  time  the  fol- 
lowing parties  were  notified  to  appear  before  the  Board  and 
show  cause,  if  any,  why  their  licenses  should  not  be  revoked :

The  last  four  mentioned  appeared  before  the  Board  and  gave 
the  required  guarantee  that  they  would  clean  up  and  in  the 
future  comply  with  the  law.  The  slaughter  house  license  of 
C.  C.  Hopkins,  Harlowton,  and  the  restaurant  license  of  Joe 
Guay,  Medicine  Lake,  were  revoked.  C.  C.  Hopkins  continued 
to  do  business  without  a  license  and  a  complaint  was  filed 
against  him  by  the  county  health  officer  of  Meager  county.  He 
was  prosecuted  and  fined  $25.00,  after  which  he  decided  to 
clean  up.

On  account  of  the  fact  that  many  inquiries  have  come  to 
this  office  for  information  relative  to  farmers  peddling  meat  in 
the  different  towns,  we  herewith  quote  the  regulation  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  covering  the  matter. 

"Regulation  56.  No  slaughtering  shall  be  done  in  barns, 
sheds,  shipping  pens  or  other  buildings  not  designed  or  suitable 
for  the  slaughtering  of  animals  and  the  handling,  dressing  and 
cooling  of  meats ;  nor  shall  any  slaughtering  be  done  outside  of 
any  building  except  in  rural  districts  and  then  only  when  the 
meat  is  intended  for  private  consumption. 

"Provided,  that  this  regulation  shall  not  be  construed  as 
prohibiting  a  rancher  from  slaughtering  his  own  cattle  on  his 
own  premises  and  delivering  portions  of  the  carcass  thereof  to 
customers  in  quantities  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  pounds 
to  each  customer."

HIGH  COST  OF  LIVING. 


Of  course  the  topic  of  "high  cost  of  living"  is  always  an 
interesting  subject,  and  strange  to  say  it  is  even  more  so  than 
the  subject  of  the  "right  way  of  living." 

Recently  two  statements  appeared  in  the  papers  relative  to 
this  subject.  One  was,  under  the  present  conditions,  the  cost 
of  conveying  six  dollars'  worth  of  food  from  the  producer  to 
the  consumer  is  seven  dollars.  The  other  was  a  statement 
from  the  department  of  agriculture  that  one  of  the  factors  in 
producing  higher  prices  is  the  agitation  of  pure  foodstuffs  and 
the  enactment  of  pure  food  laws.  These  statements  are  typical 
of  two  most  important  forces  at  present  influencing  living  condi- 
tions. One  has  to  do  entirely  with  managementand  administration. 
If  it  is  true  that  it  costs  seven  dollars  to  market  six  dollars' 
worth  of  food,  and  that  the  housewife  is  paying  thirteen  dollars 
for  six  dollars'  worth  of  nourishment,  the  seven  dollars'  differ- 
ence going  to  pay  middlemen,  railway,  etc.,  this  need  cause  no 
dismay.  It  simply  means  that  our  commercial  machinery  is 
receiving  more  than  its  just  due,  and  that  it  needs  overhauling 
and  simplifying,  a  task  to  which  the  American  people  are  fully 
equal.  But  the  other  statement,  instead  of  causing  anw  appre- 
hension, should  really  be  a  reason  for  congratulation.  That  the 
American  public  is  sufficiently  alive  to  the  importance  and 
value  of  pure  foodstuffs  for  this  knowledge  to  have  an  influence 
on  prices  is  a  most  gratifying  sign  of  progress  and  of  higher 
and  better  standards  of  living.  The  fact  that  the  initial  cost 
is  greater  has  no  bearing  on  the  ultimate  value  of  the  food 
product.  Certified  milk  costs  more  than  ordinary  dirty, 
disease-carrying  milk;  but  is  it  more  expensice?  When 
one  considers  the  cost  of  medical  service,  nursing, 
medicines  and  loss  of  time  and  life  caused  by 
disease  transmitted  by  dirty  milk,  it  becomes  evident  that  the 
first  cost  is  not  a  fair  criterion,  and  that  clean,  pure  milk  is  far 
cheaper  in  the  end,  even  though  its  initial  cost  is  a  few  cents 
higher.    This  is  true  of  all  pure  foods.    The  demand  for  pure 
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food  materials  and  the  increase  in  living  expenses  from  this 
cause  can  account  for  only  a  small  part  of  the  present  increase 
in  prices,  but  so  far  as  it  goes  it  is  a  welcome  sign,  since,,  it 
means  better  and  purer  foods  and  less  sickness.  Let  us  not 
pay  more  than  is  necessary  for  any  food,  but  let  us  have  f&ire 
foods,  no  matter  what  they  may  cost.
